Senator Simmons, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, asked that the 
Senate insist upon its amendments to 
the House bill, and the

Another amendment, 
presented by Senator Curtis, requir- 
ing an annual report on the status 
of the bond Issue, was accepted.

It says to France: "When 
we were young and struggling you 
took us by the hand and saved us. 
Now we will save you from the mad 
dog of autocracy."

HAKRISBURG NEWS LETTER 


Only patriotism of a type uncom- 


monly high in politics presented the 
Democratic organization from "show- 
ing up'' the disgraceful bickering be- 
tween the Brumbaugh and Penrose 
forces as to who should have super- 
vision of the millions of dollars to 
be' appropriated for "preparedness" 
In this state. 


Under normal conditions any such 


scramble for spoils would have been 
legitimate Democratic prey. 
As it 


was, 
the minority organization did 


the only thing which could be ex- 
pected of real Americans—sat tight, 
tho chafing under the delay, until 
the Republicans had composed their 
differences. 
It wasn't the Democra- 


tic party's affair; the party had not 
been entrusted with running Penn- 
sylvania's affairs; it was up to the 
Republicans 
and the 
Republicans 


made a sorry mess. It wasn't pleas- 
ant to sit still and watch practically 
every state in the Union start its 
"preparedness" program, while the 
Keystone hung back until the Re- 
publican leaders decided just how 
the spoils would go.

common opinion about

Capitol is that few things in the long 
record 
of Republican 
mismanage-

Governor Brumbaugh,

fund for tooth 
brushes, 


lace handkerchiefs, honeymoon trips, 
mushrooms, summer hotel bills for 
himself, servants and friends and 
kindred curious items. 
Arguments 


that a man who couldn't take care of 
$30,000 oughtn't to be trusted with 
millions had effect in more than one 
quarter. 


Politicians 
could not well have 


blamed Democrats had they imitated 
the Republicans and jumped into the 
political snarl. That they didn't is 
simply an earnest of their high mo- 
tives as members of the Legislature. 
They refused to lower patriotism in- 
to politics. 


hint from the minority and enact 
some of the measures presented by 
Democrats which admittedly ought 
to be on the satute books. 


Slaughter of munitions workers by 


scores at Eddystone served to direct 
attention sharply to Pennsylvania's 
workmen's compensation law. It is 
equally interesting to recall that the 
compensation proposition in Pennsyl- 
vania is of distinct Democratic ori- 
gin, for the Democrats had bills in 
session after session and worked for 
their passage long before the Repub- 
licans ever considered the plan seri- 
ously. 
The most notable work in 


this line in recent years was that of 
John J. Casey, now the Democratic 
congressman from Luzerne county, 
when he was a member of the Penn- 
sylvania House, shortly before be- 
ing sent to Washington.

other 
social justice legislation,

fact, played no small part in his pro- 
motion.

Compensation is scheduled by the 
law, according to wages. In the Ed- 
dystone case, the state had machin- 
ery for compensation under way be- 
fore the ruins had ceased smoking. 


Compare this plan with the feder- 


al system. Tlie federal law is not a 
"compensation" act. It is a "liabili- 
ty" act. 
There's a vast difference. 


Under "comp^Asation" laws, the em- 
ploye—or hi;/ dependents—receives 
compensation in the event of acci- 
dent while at work. Under the fed- 
eral "liability" law, the corporation 
becomes liable 
for damages, with 


contributory negligence and all such 
ancient 
defensive 
artifices 
swept 


away. Suits in court, however, are 
necessary to determine the justice of 
the claim; the amount of damages is 
left to a jury. 
A recent case from 


Altoona is a type. Julian H. Groton 
and Franklin A. Fry were killed 
while engaged in interstate commerce 
on the Pennsylvania railroad. 
Their 


dependents sued; the railroad com- 
pany settled before the trials could 
be held. Each widow under the Fed- 
eral law received $10,000, whereas 
under the State law the best that 
could have been expected would have 
been about $4,000. Thus the two 
laws while having different features 
combine to give the maximum of re- 
sults to dependents.

It has a very distinct practical val- 


ue, besides that of appearance. Peo- 
ple can walk farther on good walks 
than on poor. They go to their daily 
tasks with better spirit and courage 
after a pleasant tramp over a smooth 
pavement. 
Also it enables people to 


live farther in the outskirts, buy less 
expensive lota of land, and secure 
cheaper rents. 


Spending a lot of money for roads 


but little for walks stamps a com- 
munity with a certain indifference to 
its working classes. 
Our town has 


spent much money for walks, 
but 


much more needs to be used to sup- 
ply the pavements that we really 
need. It is an investment that pays 
over and over again, in comfort, in 
advertising, and in saving of physi- 
cal effort.

Helping the Growing Crops 


"Celery, lettuce, chard, corn, toma- 


toes, and a few other vegetables are 
often benefited by application of food 
during the growing season.

times a side dressing of fertilizers or 
manures is used to hasten the growth 
of the plants and thus to obtain ear- 
ly maturity. 
Sometimes during the 


development of a crop of vegetables, 
the gardner notices that the plants 
are dwarfed, that the color, instead 
of being dark green, is light green, 
or that other indications of checked 
growth are apparent.

Spring Planting Plans for Penna. 


Spring planting plans for 
the 


'ennsylvania State Forests, allotting 
3,800,000 forest tree seedlings for 
his year's reforesting 
operations, 


lave been approved by Commissioner 
of Forestry Robert S. Conklin. 
In 


addition to those trees for the State 
Forests, about 1,750,000 will he dis- 
tributed free of charge to private in- 
dividuals and corporations interested 
n reforesting. Almost 
400,000 of 


these trees will he used by water 
companies in reforesting barren wat- 
xsheds upon which boroughs and 
cities depend for their water supply. 


This number, although probably 


greater than that to be planted by 
any other State in the Union, is al- 
most 2,000,000 under the record set 
iy Pennsylvania last year. The rea- 
sons are shortage of labor and 
shrinkage of the labor appropriation 
of the Department of Forestry to al- 
most microscopic size. Many of the 
foresters 
who planted large areas 


last year report no labor available, 
and others reports that munitions 
works have advanced wages for com- 
mon labor to such a point that the 
Department's slender 
balance will 


not allow it to compete in hiring 
men. 
^

This year's planting will bring the 


total reforested area in Pennsylvania 
up to about 15,000 acres, and the 
total number of trees planted 
to 


about 25,000,000. 
If the amounts 


asked for in the Department's budg- 
et are granted, reforesting opera- 
tions will be conducted on a much 
larger 
scale during the next two 


years. 
The capacity of the State 


Forest nurseries is over 10,000,000 
trees a year now, and it can be doub- 
led in a few years. 
The Clearfield 


nursery alone will ship almost 
2,- 


000,000 trees this spring. The De- 
partment has in operation four nur- 
series with capacities of 1,000,000 to 
3,000,000 trees a year each, and 
twenty-two smaller nurseries. Little 
additional effort would be required 
to increase the annual output to 25,- 
000,000 trees. 


Spread Maarure Thin 


The Ohio Experiment Station has 


found that four loads of manure to 
the acre is more profitable in pro- 
portion than eight. Eight loads on- 
ly increased the yield of gra.in 66 
percent over four loads. Where 
manure is scarce, as it is on most 
farms, it should be applied lightly 
and this spring, especially for best 
results used as a top dressing. Last 
year Fred Burkey, Portage County, 
Ohio, top drPdsed a part of his pota- 
toes at the rate of four loads to the 
acre and increased the yield by one- 
third. Since prices for crops are 
high it will pay to apply the manure 
light, which is the most profitable in 
the end and supplement it with com- 
mercial fertilizers. 
Apply the latter 


'through the fertilizer attachment of 
whatever 
drill is used when the 


crop is planted.

"is a substance partially composed of" 
raw rubber and partially composed- 
of semi-vulcanized rubber. 
It hard- 


ens when exposed to air. It Is ap- 
plied to cuts in tires flrst by clean- 
ing out the cuts with gasoline and. 
then stuffing dough in with a knife, 
very much as one would put putty 
in a hole. Bytreating cuts In tires- 
In this way and letting the tires- 
stand overnight, the dough hardens- 
and amalgamates itself with the rub- 
ber of the tire, thus preventing sand, 
gravel and water from getting In 
these little cuts and rotting out the- 
fabric."

How to Escape Potato Bugs 


"Potato bugs do not become really 


active until we have had several days 
of real warm weather," says Honor- 
able Jason Woodman, well-known 
potato authority of Michigan. "Hence 
if the season is late and the ground 
cold, like the season of 1916, pota- 
toes should be planted late. If this 
is done, there will be little loss from 
potatoe bugs," continues Mr. Wood- 
man. There is a great tendency this 
year to plant the potatoes before the 
ground thoroughly warms up. Pota- 
toes are apt to1 rot or to be killed 
by early frosts when planted in cold 
ground. 
Potatoe seed at $3.00 or 


$4.00 a bushel is too valuable 
to 


plant in cold ground. Wait until it 
warms up then plant 3 to 5 Inches 
deep in a well prepared well manur- 
ed and fertilized soil and you will be 
able to raise good tubers.

Canadian 
Government Buys 


Wheat Crop 


Not only is the Canadian Govern- 


ment buying all the_ wheat in sight, 
but it is contracting for the 1917 un- 
sown crop at $1.25 a bushel. Lloyd 
George of England is paying special 
attention 
to the planting of the 


spring crops. The farmers are being 
helped and encouraged every way 
possible to put out a large acreage, to 
use the best seed available, fertilize 
the land and handle the crop so as 
to get large yields. The Australian 
wheat crop just harvested Is 50,000;- 
000 bushels short of last year. Even 
the Argentine crop Is so short that 
there wil be little for export. Our 
American farmers can safely afford 
to make every effort to save and help 
the winter wheat that has come 
through the winter in rather bad 
shape. 


Bnt One Potato Every Other Day 


E. H. Grubb, of Colorado, and 


America's greatest potato authority 
Is quoted as saying recently, "The 
potato situation is rapidly growing 
worse and the best we can hope next 
year Is one potato every other day 
for every man, woman and child In 
the United States. " Since 1909 the 
average potato crop has been 4 bush- 
els to each Inhabitant. This was cut 
to 2.8 bushels last year with the pro- 
spect of being even less this year. 
On account of the high price of seed, 
spraying material 'and machinery, 
scarcity of labor, the potato acreage 
is being seriously cut In certain po- 
tato sections. This Is a serious pro- 
position and everyone who has avail- 
able ground should plant both early 
and late potatoes if he wants them 
next winter to eat other than for de- 
sert or when company comes—Henry 
G. Bell.

Pennsylvania Grangers and Motorists; 


Co-Operating for Good Roads 


Two influential forces in Pennsyl- 


vania are now co-operating in the 
effort to have the main or leading 
highways 
of 
the 
State improved. 


They are the Grange, with a member- 
ship of 100,000, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Motor Federation, whose mem- 
bership Is represented by some sixty 
motor clubs throughout the State. It 
'.a needless- to say that these orga.nl- 
lations can do a great deal to influ- 
ence the situation. 


It will be recalled that the defeat 


of the proposed bond issue in 1913 
was charged to the farming interests 
of the State under the leadership of 
Hon. William T. Greasy. 
Looking 


back at the road situation at the time 
he bond issue was under considera- 
ion and comparing It with the pre- 
ent situation it would seem rather 
providential that the farmers won 
their fight. This may be explained 
by the 
fact that in 1912 not 
only 


Pennsylvania, but other states, began 
experimenting with sundry types of 
roads, most of which have proved to 
be unsatisfactory. 
Had the bond Is- 


sue carried doubtless millions would 
have been spent for roads incapable 
of withstanding modern traffic. 
In 


the meantime the fact has been im- 
pressed upon road builders that by 
combining certain materials used in 
two familiar types of roads import- 
ant economies are achieved. These 
two roads are the bituminous road 
and the cement concrete road. 


The combination is effected in this 


way: There is first put down an in- 
destructible cement concrete founda- 
tion and on this is laid a mudless, 
dustless wearing surface of resilient 
asphalt macadam or asphaltic con- 
crete suited to both horses and mo- 
tor traffic. 
A concrete base properly 


made is uniform in strength 
and 


transmits stresses. 


By its use we confine depression 


in the road to the mere thickness of 
the wearing surface, thus preventing 
development of the deep ruts and 
holes frequently found in roads with 
defective 
or w.eak 
foundations of 


broken stone. 
Furthermore, if re- 


newal of the wearing surface is re- 
quired after years of traffic, the cost 
of what become practically a 
new 


road will never exceed the price of 
the wearing surface, which, under 
normal conditions, should be much 
cheaper than the cost of an entirely 
new macadam road.

In recent experiments it has beo 


found that heat is the principal ele 
ment necessary to the developmen' 
of heart muscles and their subse 
quent action. 


Science has made it possible tr 


grow the heart muscles of a warm- 
blooded animal in an incubator. Dur- 
ing this growth a single muscle cell 
has been observed to develop and 
wander away from the mother cell 
and begin to beat on its'own accord 
Again, several individuals cells may 
attach themselves to each other in 
a colony and beat rhythmically to- 
gether as long as the environment is 
favorable. 


But let the temperature of the in- 


cubator be materially reduced and 
the action of the heart muscles be- 
comes sluggish. 
Reduce the 
tem- 


perature still further and gradually 
the rhythmic action ceases altogeth- 
er. 
The cells cease to perform their nat-

Buckwheat is Profitable 


Buckwheat culture has increased 


greatly in the last few years. There 
is a reason for everything and the 
one 
for this is not 
hard to 
find. 


Buckwheat is profitable. 
This year 


it will undoubtedly be more worth 
while than ever. 
All crops are pra- 


ctically certain to return the grower 
good prices when harvested but it 
is hard to increase crop acreage with 
the present scarcity of help. Buck- 
wheat fits in between other crops and 
allows a more efficient use of what 
labor the farmer has. 


The advantage of buckwheat as a 


crop are many; the cost of seed is 
low (about $1.30 per acre), if it is 
planted in June when the spring rush 
Is out of the way, it will grow well 
on 
almost 
any 
soil 
and 
weeds, 


droughts, insect pests and diseases 
affect it but little. 


While it is true that buckwheat 


will do well on poor lands with little 
plantfood, if plantfood is supplied to 
this crop in an available form larger 
profits will be realized. It is best to 
put the manure on corn land and to 
apply to the buckwheat land a com- 
mercial fertilizer, analyzing 2 per 
cent nitrogen and 10 per cent phos- 
phoric acid, at the rate of about 200 
pounds per acre.
